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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1988 was a year of highs and lows. One of the highs was that we were 
one of very few towms in New Hampshire whose tax rate went down. 
This will be a hard act to follow with the continued big increases in the 
cost of running the school district, in addition to normal maintenance 
and improvements on town roads and buildings. 


Many of the building repairs and improvements are mandated by 
Concord out of the Fire Marshall’s office, Insurance office or Safety 
Department. Others, like repairing the roof over the stage in the Town 
Hall, are out of necessity as it is leaking badly. 


On the down side, dogs are not being licensed and restrained accor- 
ding to the law. We hope for much better enforcement in 1989, as 
from time to time, the town has to spend tax dollars for damage done 
by uncontrolled dogs. We have made some progress in cleaning up 
junk cars, but wre slowed by lack of a way to dispense of them. This 
situation seems to be easing and we hope to again make progress. 


In the fall, the Selectmen along with the Chairman of the Budget 
Committee, Planning Board and the Road Agent went over all the 
black top roads with a representative of Whitcomb’s to formulate a 
ten year plan for road maintenance. This we hope will enable us to 
better plan for the future.

recommendation of the Fire Chief, to carry out the purpose of which 
it was established.
